The British representative, Sir 
Exyesr Satow, we are told, opposes it. 
we understand the Awerican proposalrightly, 
the throwing. open of the wholg of the 
Empire to foreign trade by the: large 
increase which it will bring into the Imperial 
‘ exchequer is to take the place of any 
augmentation of the ‘éxisting Tariff. ‘Chis 
"general opening of China to foreign com. 
merce is a necessity’ of the future, and no 
one can deny that the Powers should do all 
that they can to facilitate the process. 
The only question at issue is whether it

present, even the. opening. of the inland 
waters to foreign trade and naviyation, 
nominally conceded to Sir Cracpe Mac- 
Donap, ‘has. never been’ effective: Mr.

‘Whon tha day of struggle begins sho will have, 
‘a perfect lino of communication, sho will b+ in 
possession of all important strategic. positions, 
she will have better-soldiers with groater power 
of endurance, she can rely on the jympathy of 
tho Mohammedan ,populations of Lodin, aud so 
on, Russia must gut to the Indian Occan, says 
Count von Kénigsmark. 

Referringto the British and ualive troops 
in India ho says they aro not worth naming 
against European troops. Hoe even calls in 
question their courage ands patriotisin, pokes 
fan ut officers engaged in a campaign carrying 
with them baths, and the requisites for’ tennis, 
rackets, polo and golf. ‘The Russians: have 
none of these impediroenta. ‘not ‘even the bath. 
‘yho Count then’ attacks British armaments. 
British guns, he saya; thunder londly, but they 
are no longer weapons of any vulue. . Count 
von Kénigsmark alleges thot Mohammedans 
are deeply dissatisfied with British rule. 
producing two proofs of this which he regards 
an incontestable. Out shooting one day he 
found in a.house in a remote village pictures of 
the Sultan and the Gorman - Kuiser in one 
framo, and in Hyderabad a Mohammedan official 
said to him: “If Allah must place us under 
foreign rule we would; prefer Russian to 
English.” Count von Konigenark's. “hook 
throughout is filled with distinetly anti-English 
dius, which he probably carefully repressed when 
enjoying British hospitality in India.

ww. Evidence os to the persistency with which 

uusia has been quiotly establishing her in- 
Suence over the district surronnding Kushgar 
is to be found in many. books of Central As! 
travels. Tho latest traveller to put his ‘éx- 
pericnces into print is Captain H. P. Doasy, 
who, between 1899-1899, made a couple of very 
adventurous journeys into Wostern ‘Til-et und 
Chinese Turkestan. The book is entitled fi 
Tibet and Chineve Turkestan, and ia published 
by Mr. I. Fisher Unwin. 
not uffect’ literary merit, but. his narrative is 
simple ond straightforward, and likely to be. of 
Great use to sucteading travellers. His adven- 
turea wore of the nature one might expect-from 
the stories of those who preceded himin there 
régions. He made a0 important géographien! 
discoveries, but. was abla to fill in some of the 
‘lesser known routes in the maps. The chicf 
interest‘of the book, however, lies in. the con- 
cluding chapters whorein are sketched sumo 
of the most prominent features of the political 
situation, It is un extraordinary fact that no 
travelle: in '‘f'urkestan has been. able tp escupe 
the infection of the political -utmosphoro. 
Whether he goes ont as a sportsman or Bo 
geugrapher he tinds himself before ‘lon taking 
au absorbing interest in the intrigues and 
strife uf the Powers contending for supramucy 
over what is at the best of times hardly tho 
most desirable conntry in the world. ~ The 
infection, we beliove, partly procesds from 
the close contact into which travellers are 
thrown with natives and villsgers, all the more 
intelligent of whom are kesnly interested in 
polities.

Captain Doasy does not credit him with high 
intellectual gifts, but confesses-that his force of 
charucter and strong prejudices make the 
Chinese bow and cringe before. him His. ba- 
haviour towards the officials is marked with 
disdain, though he expects to be. treated with 
the moat punctilious politencas, While he re- 
Eee visnes on the part of the Chinese, 

it was plain that he rogarded as intruders. 
men of other nationalitios, whether scuttled in 
Kashgar or only visitors, aud, if they. wera 
British, he called them spies and secret. agents, 
To the Roman Catholic missionary, ° Father 


| Hendriks, he was actively hostile. while to. the 


two Swedish missiourries he showed marked 
unfriendliness.”” Again: “Any hint of the 
approach of a foreigner at ouve excited this 
msn. From Projovalsk he received a telegram 
announcing the arrival of Mr. Isidor Movsa, 
whom Cobbold and I had met near the Kilik 
Piss, and the interest and anxiety.’ which 
be disphiyed concerning this. traveller, his 
nationality, tho purposo of his-visit, etc, was 
simply laughable. It was easy for him to 
poison the minds of the ignorant Chinese 
officials, and set them against unoffending 
British travellers, and his. offorts to this end 
showed the narrow-minded Russian official.” 
Captain Deasy goes on to say that M. 


Pretrovsky insinuated that he, the writer, was-| “ 


working as the seeret agent of the Government 
of India in on attempt to extend the Indian 
froutier beyond the Hindu Kush, with tho 
resnlt that: tho Chinese put groat difficulties in 


tho way of his thoving about the country. 


Many people huve testified tothe ability of Mr. 
Macartney, but ho is not. supported by 
the Goverament 2s he ought to. be, in 
spite of the fact that the greater part of the’ 
trade is in the hands of natives of India. Mr. 
Macartney has not the rank or anthority of 
a consul, and is not allowed an escort, whereas 
the Russian officer rides abroad basing in‘a 
uniform with decorations. with on. esgort of 
Cossacks clattering at his back. It ja not 
surprising that the Chinese. make little of the 
povition of an “Adviser on Chinese Affairs.” 
The wonder, is not that. Mr. Macartney has ¢o 
little influence, but that liv has so much. ‘The 
Chinese respect. the man, but not tho Power 
that _he represents. 5 7 
I® considering the future of Whinere Turk- 
estau Captain Duasy  devotes*some. pages to 
the strength of tho Chinese forces there. ‘The 
soldiors are badly armed, badly fed, and. 
without discipline. Tho “‘force, which cantiot 
by any strotoh of courtesy be cullod-an drthy? 
may bo sufficient to repress insurrection, the 
purpose for which, aecording to inseriptigny 
over the doors of barracks, it exists ; but: dot, 
defence against invasion it is utterly usoless.”” 
The province, accordiug to the writer, is 
absolutely at the mercy of Russia, and will be 
unfit to offer any resistance when it suits that 
Powor to take it. So far Russian methods 
have been rather diplomatic. than military. 
Captain Densy . relates an‘ interesting story 
of athreat, if not on attempt, by Russia “to 
size Tagharma, which’ lies one march north’ 
of Tashkurgham, close to the junction of routes 
to Murghabi, ‘Vashkurghan, Kashgar, Yangi 
Hissar, and Yarkand.
